WATERED STOCK 


Sharge Manipulators with At- 
tempt to Put Over Gigantio 
Stock Watering Enterprise 


May 4. — (Canadian 
Preas.)—On the plea that the subject 
was of national importance and that 
he was leaving for the west tonight. 
R, L. Richardson, (Springfield), was 
illowed by the commone this afternoon 
to put his question to the government 
in to the proposed British Em- 
pire stee) merger. This merger, he 
urged, was advertised as going to be 
the biggest industrial concern in the 
ampire and to vie with the Canadian 
Pacifico railway. He cited a letter he 
received from “a prominent financial 
man in Toronto,” whose name he de- 
clined to give, which charged that the 
merger was an attempt by London and 
New York manipulators, closely con- 
nected with the United States steel 
corporation, to put over a gigantic 
stock watering enterprise, and that it 
would be interesting to the government 
to know the actual cash invested and 
the etatus of the companies being 
taken over. The writer also compared 
the propogal to an attempt to repeat 
the deal by which seven hundred mil- 
lions wae obtained through watered 
stook in a United States company. - 
May Increase Capitalization to Billion. 

Mr. Richardson eaid he had ecen at 
the offices of the under-secretary of 
state, the epplication for incorporation 
of this company under the joint stock 
companies act. The capital stock pro- 
powed was $500,000,000 and it was inti- 
mited that this would later be increas- 
ed to $1,000,000,000. The lawyers for 
the corporation had protested that it 
cost $100,000 to incorporate a $500,- 
300,000 company and they could get an 
act through the house for half that 
sum. They sugSested therefore that 
there should be a rebate. Mr. Richard- 
son submitted that there should be a 
Smift to capitalization, Over-capitaliza- 
tion was ding millions in “wind 
and water’ for stock manipulators to 
work upon. 

Mr. Richardson referred to the 
board of commerce es the one organi- 
sation which might have been looked 
to, to prevent such mergers, but he 
sald @ seemed “an impotent body.” 
Ita jurisdiction had been challenged 
and the matter was now before the 
supreme court. 


Duty to Investigate Merger. 
There had. been @ private onslaught 
against thie body which must be made 
virile 1f.the Canadian jo were to 
look for from it. It was the 
futy of ent, said Mr. Rich- 
ae i , this merger fully.

B. Bristol, (Toronto), quoted from 
an article in the Toronto Star, in- 
cluding facts and figures Siven by 
Colonel Grant Morden and Lloyd Har- 
ris, to show that this merger was really 
a good thing for Canadian industry. 


All-Powerful Only to Certain Extent. 


Dr. Michael Clark eaid he would 
remind Mr. Richardson that pariia- 
ment was only all-powerful to 4 cer- 
tain extent. There were certain 
economic and astronomical) laws which 
could not be overcome by parliament- 
ary action. He quoted from oirculare 
to show that men behind mergers such 
as this were in the habit of giving 
prospective investors details as to the 
tariff to. be enjoyed in countries they 
would deal with. This had the effect 
of giving thelr etock a fictitioue sort 
of value. The capitalists would not 
relish any interference with thelr 
plans along such lines. 

T. Vien, Lotbinere, interrupted to 
ask Dr. Clark if he could name any 
country where labor received such 
high wages as in the United States. 

Wages, Dr. Clark replied, had to be 
considered in their relation to rent, to 
what they would purchase, and to the 
number of hours worked. Labor mem- 
bers of the British parliament had 
studied the question for years and 
were convinced that protection had 
done nothing for the wage earners of 
the United States. Had it done any- 
thing, they would ne doubt have urged 
its adoption long ago. 

“There is only one way to handle it; 
get rid of the protective tariff,” fin- 
ished Dr. Clark. 

Not Afaid of Big Interests. 


E. Nesbitt, Oxford, waa not afraid 
of big interests of big corporations 
because they could always turn out 
goods better and cheaper than the 
smaller ones. He was opposed, how- 
ever, to over capitalization. He did 
not mind whether the stock went as 
high as five hundred millions if there 
wae value behind every dollar of it. 

Referring to the United States Steel 
corporation, he had dealt with that 
concern for years and had always 
found them most honorable in their 
dealings’ They made and sold goods 
cheaper than any other firm of their 
kind, 

In closing, Mr. Nesbitt advised the 
government to investigate the merger 
carefully to see that there was no wat- 
er mixed with the stock, The public 
must be protected, and if there was 
anything wrong. the government 
should interfere. On the other hand, 
there were great possibilities in the 
merger. It might result in a reduc- 
tion in the cost of steel and enable 
Great Britain to compete more suc- 
cessfully with the United States, in 
the markets of the world. 

Would Not Contro} Coal Mines, 

Questioned by Mr. Archambault 
Chambly-Vercheses, Mr. Vien sald the 
merger would not control coal mines 
more than was done by the present 
companies.

The verdict also recounted the long 
period fhe body had lain in the lone- 
ly.spot near Coyote ‘Well where Wat- 
son piloted a party of police officera 
from (Los Angeles and added that the 
blow twhich caused death had fbeen 
made by a blunt instrument, presum- 
ably a hammer, and by Watson, he 
faving admitted it. 

‘Watson was the principal witness 
at the inquest. He identified the body 
as that of ‘my wife, Mrs, Deloney.” 
He also told the gury he had killed 
her and fburied the body in the lonely 
gtave in a gulch in the mountains, 
30 miles west of El Centro.

Staunchest Supporter of Carran-

WASHINGTON, May 4.— General 
Pablo Gonzales, long regarded’ by 
Carranza as his staunchest supporter, 
has joined in the revolution, accord- 
ing to advices today through official 
channels. He was a few miles east 
of the Mexican capital yesterday in 
command of two regiments of federal 
troops and had severed both railway 
lines extending to Vera Cruz. 

Another report received here 
through unofficial channels was that 
high military officers whom Carranza 
summoned in council a few days ago 
had supplemented their advice to him 
to resign, with an ultimatum fixing 
May 15 as the limit for his tenure of 
office. 

The reported determination of the 
military group to force him out of 
office would go far, officials believe, to 
account for tthe failure that has been 
met by Carranza in getting under way 
any government campaign, 

The revolution has moved forward 
without a battle and the report men- 
tioning the ultimatum added that his 
military advisers were determined 
not to follow a course that would in- 
evitably involve the country in a long 
struggle filled with danger of foreign 
complications,

Farmer States Thit He Choked

TO STAND TRIAL

SASKATOON, May 4.—John Arthur 
was committed from Kindersley police 
court today to stand trial for the 
murder of Harry D'Guerre, his land- 
lord, who was found choked to death 
in his tenant’s barn, last Wednesday 
night. 

When asked by Magistrate Mc- 
Eachern if wished to make any 
statement, Arthur sald he was fre- 
sponsible for D'Guerre's death, but 
that he choked him to save his own 
life, following a violent quarrel over 
a jJand deal. 

Went to Mrs. D'Guerre For Help. 

He also stated that on forcing D'- 
Guerre into unconsciousness he had 
gone to see Mrs. D'Guerre for help. 
She refused to let him telephone, ow- 
ing to bad feeling existing between 
them, but on telling ‘her there was 
trouble at the. barn. she immediately 
left with him. 

Finding Mrs. D'Guerre’s efforts to 
revive her husband had failed, Arthur 
phoned for a doctor, then the police 
and then his own lawyer. 
the police he was ready for arrest, 
stating he had acted in self defence. 

Waited Until Morning For Police. 

Although the police had but eight 
miles to go to get Arthur, he Wad to 
walt until next morning before officers 
came for him. 

An effort will be made to place 
Arthur on trial at the criminal ses- 
sion of the king's bench court, which 
is sitting at Kindersley now.

PASSES AWAY 


Was Former Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral Canadian Militia—Well 
Known Military Figure 
Y OTTAWA, May 4.—Major-General 
Sir Donald A MacDonald, former 
quartermaster-general of the (Canad- 
jan milifia, died wery suddenly at 
5.30 this afternoon in his rooms in 

the (Chateau Laurier. 

For the past week he had not been 
feeling as well as usual. However, 
today he ‘went for a walk and seemed 
to be better than for some time. In 
the afternoon ho retired to his rooma 
in tthe Chateau Laurler and. shortly 
after five o'clock took a tweak turn. 
Dr. R. E. Webster was called and roe- 
sponded at once, but before ho arrived 
Sir Donald MacDonald had passed 
away of heart fallure. 

Lady (MacDonald died some aeiz 
years ago and the only surviving chilé 
is Mra, Charles Panet, wife of Lieut.- 
Col. Panet of this city. 

Tho late Gir Donald MacDonalé waa 
in his 75th year, 

The funeral wilt likely he heli in 
Cornwall, Ontarlo, where he was born. 

‘He ‘was one of the fhest Known and 
best liked military figures in Canada 
and a man who had seen forty-two 
years’ seryice when ‘he retired from 
the Canadian militia a couple of yeara 
ago.

Maintenance of Air Force 


The great amount of expense and 
the many difficulties to be met in 
the creation and maintenance of & 
Camadian Air Force wete subjects 
aealt with by Colonel O. M. Biggar, 
vice chairman of the Canadian Air 
Board ,who is in Edmonton in the 
course of a western tour for Air force 
organization purposes. 

The air force. Colone) Biggar out- 
lined, was more like the navy than 
the army tn that it depended mainly 
on the amount and the quality of 
equipment rather than the number of 
men. The fact that equipment of any 
air force deteriorated so quickty made 
fit an enormously expensive /branch of 
milltary service. The costs of opera- 
tion were also enormous which, there- 
fore, had made !t tmperative for the 
government to arrange for a concent- 
ration of equipment rather than the 
allocation of such in various parts 
of the country. 

@peedy deterioration of equipment 
and the high cost of operation were 
however, not the pay resere? for 
‘h enditures in the maintenance 
bran’ att pervice. Medical authori- 
ties, and past experience, had’ proved 
that senior air force men, in useful- 
ness, could not be carried on strength 
after they had reached the age of 40, 
and junior officers of euch a service 
should ‘ve retired on reaching 30 This 
therefore. in the case of a permanent 
force. would not mermit of men be- 
ing retained on general service more 
than ten years. And _ !t consequently 
hrought the problems of pensjons 
from that time onward which would 
doubtless adq heavy financial fburdens, 
Another difficulty was the fact said 
Colonel Biggar, that of a ‘personnel 
of 5,000 members, at least 1,000 would 
fe commissioned officers. Therefore, 
it was this great expense, fully rea- 
lizeg by the government, that fhrought 
the necessity before (Canada of main- 
taining a small force. 

Professional Nucieus 

The professional nucleus of the 
air ranch of military establishment 
would necessarity have to be of small 
dimensions, On the other hand, Col. 
Biggar eal, the non-professional 
should be as large as possible. This 
would necessitate non-professional 
loca) edministration and the appoint- 
ment of an executive branch of the 
Canadian Air Foroe association in 
each provinoe. This branch would be 
constituted by seven members three 
appointed by the Lieutenant-Govern- 
or and the remaining members by 
offeers on the active list. These seven

The universities were doing much 
to meét changed conditions of the 
times. “'T ‘have often heard it sa:4" 
the speaker asserted “that retarned 
men twould be hard to handle fol- 
lowing their return from Franca. 80 
far as returned men at the university 
are concerned T will say they take up 
their work with a fine spirit for they 
know what {ft is to th'nk jn big 
terms. The remark twas often heard 
that when these men came back they 
would not submit to disciptine, but 
I say not only twill they submit to 
discip''ine, hut they also 
themselves.”

Moscow, May 4.—Retirement of Russian Bolsheviki forces from 
the vicinity of Fastova, about thirty-five miles southwest of Kiev, 
is announced in an official statement issued by the war ministry to- 
day. It-says that, after Hg near that village, the Soviet troops 
are retiring to new positions. Fierce fighting continues southeast of 
Zhmerinka, the statement says. The occupation of the town of She- 
makha, about sixty-five miles-west of Baku, in the Caucasus region, 
by Bolsheviki troops, occurred on April 80, is announced,

By their joint efforts the city 
council and the school board have 
boosted the taxes $738,262 over 
the levy of last year, bringing the 
general levy up to the handsome 
total of $3,542,295. The increase 
works out at something over 26 
per cent. The rate is 45 mills, the 
highest ever known. 

That is not all of it. The $3,542,- 
295 is the balance to be raised for 


general purposes from taxation of 


property, after deducting the 
amounts to be derived from busi- 
ness tax, income tax, and licenses. | 
And to get the real answer to the 
problem there has to be added in 
also the amount to 
special levies on account of local 
improvement debentures. Taking 
in these supplementary items, the 


grand total which the council ig} ed in Canada and 


demanding this year amounts to 
just $4,367,395.07, 

The total tax imposed last year 
was the heaviest ever levied in the| 
history of 'the city. Adding to the 
general levy of $2,804,133 the local 
improvement, business, income 
taxes and license fees, the grand 
aggregate for the year was 
brought up to $3,692,000, This 
year the council is beating that 
record, with the able assistance of 
the school board, by a clear $675,- 
000; and as the supplementary 
pickings are not expected to pan 
out quite so well as last year the 
general levy, as stated, is going 
up $738,262. 

Assuming that there are 60,000, 
people in the city, the council pro-! 
poses, with the co-operation of the, 
school board, to take out of 'them 
an amount equivalent to about 
$78 per head, or $365-per family 
of five; say a dollar a day the year 
round, Sundays and holidays in- 
eluded in the count. 

Very evidently the chairman of 
the school board voices the pre- 
vailing opinion in that body and 
also in the council when he pro- 
claims, as he frequently does, that 
Edmonton taxpaycrs are rich. 
Certainly they ave need to be if 
they are to keep up with the wild 
careers of their frenzied municipal 
financiers, 

Can the money be collected? It 
can’t. For several years the tax- 
payers have been paying in about 
half the amount demanded of 
them. That they were doing their 
best the council is in position to 
know; as it is in process of trying 
to get out of taking over forty 
thousand lots that had to be seiz: 
ed for non-payment of taxes. That 
they are in position to pay this 
year $1.26 for each dollar they 
could not pay last year, plus the 
dollar, nobody outside the asylum 
—and perhaps the chair of the 
school board—supposes. 

Even the Mayor does not ‘think 
they can do it; and for once His! 
Worship has the distinetion of be-! 
ing right. But being right as to 
that only makes his responsibility 
the greater for wasting the funds. 
He is putting the taxpayers up 
against an impossible proposition, 
knowing it to be such. If he and 
his associates de not aim at break- 
ing both the taxpayers and the 
city it would take a mind:reader 
to find out what their purposes 
may be.

Winnipeg Telegram: 

It was by Kaiser Wilhelm's personal 
command, issued January 9%, 1917, 
that ¢he U-boat campaign of ruthleas- 
ness Which ‘brought the United States 
into the war was launched, The order 
bearing his signature was published 
for the first time in the New York 
Sunday World, together with a. long 
memorandum prepared by Admiral 
von Holtzendorff, chief of the German

(Strictiy Secret) 

General Headquarters, Jan. 9, 1917.

You 
must take all necessary prepara- 
tions immediately in such a way 
that this purpose is not prema- 
turely recognized by the enemy 
and the neutrals. The essential 
plans of operations are to be 
submitted to me.

|} to wage war on the worms; but they 
multiplied very quickly, and some- 
times a thousand would be found in 
a s'ngle morning. 

Then one day the crows arrived. A 
veritable cloud of birds descended on 
one corner of the field. The farmer 
thought that just meant more trouble, 
but very soon found out his mistake. 
The new arrivals were after the 
worms, and they got them, too. They 
Stayed on the job for several days, 
and after they left a careful search of 
the fie'ds revealed only three worms. 

The farmer sold h’'s crop for $5,000; 
but if the crows had not arr'ved in 
time there would have been neither 
vines nor tomatoes left In a few days, 
and the birds did not disturb a single 
tomato plant. ©
